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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of claims 1-13 in the reply filed on 6/2/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is found persuasive. As a result, claims 1-16 are 
prosecuted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-9 and 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Yamada et al. (5,986,377). 

Regarding claim 1, Yamada et al. shows a concentrated-winding type stator coil 
unit for a rotary electric machine (Figures 4, 5, 89, and 90), comprising: 

- A stator core having a core back (1 1 5d) and teeth (1 1 5a) protruding from the 
core back; and 

- A plurality of coils (1 1 7) wound around the teeth respectively, each of the 
coils being composed of a plurality of layered coils consisting of one or more 
pairs of layered coils consisting of a first layered coil (k=1, column 14, lines) 
formed by winding an insulation-coated coil wire in a layer around each of the 
teeth to form a plurality of turns arranged on each tooth and a second layered 
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coil (k+1 ) formed by winding the coil wire in a layer to form a plurality of turns 
arranged on each of the first layered coils wound around the teeth 
respectively, 

- Wherein the coil wire is wound to allow a last turn of the first layered coil to 
continue to a first turn of the second layered coil (Figure 89) and both ends of 
the coil wire are located at and on a base potion (1 15d, at 1 16a and 1 16b) of 
each of the teeth so that both ends serve as a winding-start end (at 1 16a) and 
a winding-finish end (1 1 7a) of each of the coils. 
Regarding claims 2-9, it is noted that Yamada et al. also shows all of the 
limitations of the claimed invention including the bent-portion (Figure 89, under 117a) 
which is similar to Figure 12 of the present application. 

With regard to claims 14-16, the method of winding would be inherent and 
obvious since the prior art references meet the structural limitations of the claimed 
device. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
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were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

6. Claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yamada in view of Kawakami (6,01 1 ,339). 

Regarding claims 10 and 11, Yamada et al. shows all of the limitations of the 
claimed invention except for the bus bars and the same axial position. 

Kawakami shows the bus bars and the same axial position (Figures 4 and 1 1) for 
the purpose of connecting the phase coil together. 

Since Yamada et al. and Kawakami are all from the same field of endeavor; the 
purpose disclosed by one inventor would have been recognized in the pertinent art of 
the others. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to use the bus bar with the same axial position as taught 
by Kawakami for the purpose discussed above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 12 and 13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the record of prior art does not show the stator coil unit comprising a bus-bar 
holder being attached to the axial surface of the core back and having a plurality of 
grooves being oriented, after the attachment, along the circumferential direction of the 
stator core and being opened outward in a radial direction of the stator core, wherein 
the bus bars are accommodated phase by phase in the grooves as claimed in claim 12. 
Claim 13 is dependent on claim 12.
